For  the  academic  years  1985-86,  1986-87,  and  1987-88,  the 
Semans-Mueller  Associates  prepared  studies  and  reports  on  loads  and  weekly 
student  contact  hours  for  City  College  Departments.   These  reports  have  been 
invaluable,  particularly  for  planning  schedules  and  determining  staffing 
needs.   The  College  wishes  to  enter  into  a  similar  agreement  for  1988-89.

By  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  871215-B4,  City  College  was 
authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  funds  to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education,  Special  Services  for  Disadvantaged  Students,  for  the  Communication 
Assistance  Project,  in  the  amount  of  $165,637  for  1988-89. 

City  College  has  been  notified  and  awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$147,501  for  the  thirteen  month  period  from  August  1,  1988  through  August  31, 
1989.  City  College  was  previously  awarded  grants  of  $109,449  for  1980-81; 
$113,826  for  1981-82;  $109,272  for  1982-83;  $109,272  for  1983-84;  $114,272  for 
1984-85;  $119,414  for  1985-86;  $114,279  for  1986-87;  and  $147,501  for  1987-88. 
The  cumulative  total  for  the  eight  years  is  $911,491.  These  funds  will  be 
used  in  the  existing  Communication  Assistance  Project  to  provide  support 
services  for  developmental  English  and  ESL  students  in  the  areas  of  writing 
and  writing-related  skills.  The  project  will  also  include  funds  for  equipment 
and  supplies. 

No  district  matching  funds  are  required,  but  as  always,  the  District 
provides  classroom  space,  telephones,  mailing  costs  and  supplies  to  facilitate 
the  management  of  the  project. 

The  total  project  cost  for  the  ninth  period  is  $147,501  and  the 
source  of  funding  is  as  follows:

President  and  Members: 

The  Title  III  Strengthening  Program  awards  one-to-three-year 
renewable  grants  at  a  maximum  of  $200,000  per  year  to  assist  institutions  of 
higher  education  to  become  self-sufficient  by  providing  funds  to  improve  their 
academic  quality  and  student  services,  and  to  strengthen  their  planning, 
management,  and  fiscal  capacities. 

By  Governing  Board  Resolution  860121-B14,  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  was  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  $598,843  for  the  period 
July  1,  1986  through  June  30,  1989.  City  College  received  a  grant  of  $166,590 
for  the  first  year  of  the  project  and  $130,425  for  the  second  year.   In  order 
to  be  granted  the  third  year  money  for  the  third  year  Title  III  grant  the 
College  submitted  a  continuation  application  and  has  been  awarded  $108,964. 
The  total  allocation  to  the  College  for  this  program  for  the  three  year  period 
is  $405,979. 

The  funds  will  be  used  to  develop  a  campus-based  information  system 
which  will  give  City  College  program  managers,  counselors,  and  advisors  the 
technical  skills  and  the  decision  making  information  which  they  need  to 
conduct  truly  effective  planning,  to  manage  scarce  resources  efficiently,  and 
to  provide  complete  service  to  students,  particularly  those  who  are  at  risk  of 
leaving  or  drifting  through  the  system.  The  three  year  project  has  been 
deliberately  designed  with  several  purposes:  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of 
program  review,  to  increase  the  retention  of  high  risk  students,  and  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  departmental  management. 

The  total  project  cost  for  year  3  is  $108,964.  No  SFCCD  matching 
funds  are  required.  The  sources  of  funding  are  as  follows:

The  Student  Health  Department  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  needs 
the  services  of  Dr.  Goosby  to  review  the  "Standardized  Procedures"  of  the 
Department  and  to  bring  Student  Health  Services  into  compliance  with  the  Nurse 
Practice  Act  of  1980.  Dr.  Goosby  is  a  licensed  physician  with  a  specialty  in 
internal  medicine  and  community  health. 

Execution  of  this  agreement  with  Dr.  Goosby  is  necessary  to  provide 
the  excellent  quality  of  health  care  to  City  College  of  San  Francisco 
students. 

As  delineated  in  the  California  Business  and  Professional  Code  for 
Laws  Relating  to  Nursing  Education,  Licensure,  and  Practice  with  Rules  and 
Regulations,  Board  of  Registered  Nursing,  1980,  standardized  procedures  are 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  a  health  care  services.

President  and  Members: 

The  Physical  Education  Department,  North  Gym,  City  College  of  San 
Francisco,  wishes  to  contract  with  (a)  Emanuel  Hepburn  to  provide  drummer 
services  for  day  classes,  and  with  (b)  Mozel  Nealy  Jr.  to  provice  drummer 
services  for  evening  classes,  for  the  African-Haitian  Dance  classes  for  the 
1987-88  school  year. 

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African-Haitian 
and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is  created  as  closely  as 
possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of  African  society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is  critical  to 
create  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance.   The  live  drum 
is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and  communal 
artifacts.   Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were  regarded  by  Africans  as 
integral  parts  of  their  culture.  Dancing  generally  involved  the  whole 
village,  either  active  participants  or  as  spectators.   Recorded  music  is  not  a 
satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  these  contracts  is  necessary  because  of  special 
training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of  African-Haitian, 
African-American,  South  American,  and  Caribbean  dances,  necessary  for  the 
continued  excellence  of  Physical  Education  500  -  African  Dance.   Contractors 
agree  and  declare  that  they  are  qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and 
that  they  are  willing  to  render  them.

The  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  791120-Bl  has  made  available 
to  its  employees  the  provisions  of  Section  403(b)  of  the  U.  S.  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954  as  amended,  and  Section  17501  of  the  California  Revenue 
and  Taxation  Code. 

Employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  may  enter 
into  an  amendment  of  their  employment  contracts  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a 
reduction  in  the  salaries  paid  to  such  employees,  and  that  for  each  employee 
who  voluntarily  elects  to  accept  such  reduction  in  his  or  her  salary,  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  shall,  as  directed  by  such  employee,  a) 
purchase,  with  an  amount  equal  to  the  reduction  in  salary,  a  nontransferable 
annuity  contract  issued  by  an  insurance  company  selected  by  the  employee,  in 
which  the  employee's  rights  are  nonforfeitable  except  for  failure  to  pay 
future  premiums,  and  in  which  all  rights  under  said  annuity  contracts  shall  be 
exercisable  by  the  employee  concerned,  or  (b)  contribute  an  amount  equal  to 
such  reduction  in  salary  to  a  custodial  account  of  a  custodian  selected  by  the 
employee,  in  which  all  rights  under  said  custodial  account  shall  be  exercis- 
able by  the  employee  concerned.

President  and  Members: 

Since  the  establishment  of  community  service  class  fees  in  the 
Spring  Semester,  1983,  the  Governing  Board  has  authorized  several  adjustments 
to  the  fee  rates,  added  fee  rates  for  summer  sessions  and  set  up  variable 
rates  for  short  term  workshops  and  seminars.   Through  more  creative  and 
innovative  programing,  the  community  service  classes  have  grown  significantly 
during  the  past  year,  even  though  the  program  continues  to  suffer  sizable 
deficits.   In  its  continuing  efforts  to  build  a  strong  community  service  class 
program  and  to  reduce  the  deficits,  the  SFCCD  finds  it  necessary  to  revise  the 
fee  rates  again. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   By  Resolution  No.  860715-S3  on  July  15,  1986,  the 

Governing  Board  adopted  fee  rates  and  introduced  a  flat 
fee  for  students  who  register  prior  to  an  early  registration 
deadline  and  a  nominal  equipment  fee  per  student  per  semester 
commencing  with  the  full  session,  1986  and 

WHEREAS:   The  SFCCD  finds  it  necessary  to  revise  said  fee  rates, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

PART  1  -  REPEAL  OF  PREVIOUS  FEE  RESOLUTION 

Section  1  -  That  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  8607r5-S3,  is  hereby 
repealed  effective  the  end  of  the  Summer  Term  1988, 

PART  2  -  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  CLASSES  FEES 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  California  Education  Code 

Section  78462.5  a  community  service  class  fee  be  charged 
all  students  enrolled  in  community  service  classes  for  which  state 
apportionment  is  denied.   The  following  community  service  class  fee 
rate  is  adopted  commencing  with  the  Fall  Semester  1988: 

A.  i)   For  all  community  service  classes  of  eighteen 

week  duration,  $32  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week 
the  class  meets.   For  senior  citizens,  this  fee  shall  be 
$13.50  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class 
meets. 

ii)   In  lieu  of  PART  2,  Section  1,  A.i)  a  $175  per  term  flat 
fee  entitling  the  payer  to  enroll  and  attend  any  and  all 
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community  service  classes  of  eighteen  week  duration 
offered  during  the  term.   For  senior  citizens,  this  flat 
fee  shall  be  $80  per  term. 

iii)  Early  registration  discount: 

a)  For  students  choosing  the  flat  fee  option  in  PART 
2,  Section  1,  A.  ii)  the  flat  fee  shall  be  $165 
per  term  if  payment  is  made  prior  to  a 
predetermined  early  registration  deadline.   For 
senior  citizens,  this  early  registration  flat  fee 
shall  be  $75  per  term. 

b)  For  students  choosing  the  fee  rate  option  in  PART 
2,  Section  1,  A.  i)  the  fee  shall  be  $30  per  term 
for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class  meets  if 
payment  is  made  prior  to  a  predetermined  early 
registration  deadline. 

c)  The  early  registration  deadline  shall  be 
determined  by  SFCCD  administration  each  term. 

iv)  For  all  students  enrolling  in  any  Arts  and  Crafts 
community  service  classes  of  eighteen  week 
duration,  $5  per  term  equipment  fee. 

B.  i)  For  all  Summer  Session  community  service  classes  of 

six-weeks,  $14.00  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week 
the  class  meets.   For  senior  citizens,  this  fee  shall  be 
$4.50  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class 
meets. 

ii)  In  lieu  of  PART  2,  Section  1,  B.  i) ,  a  $80  per  term 
flat  fee  entitling  the  payer  to  enroll  in  and  attend 
any  and  all  community  service  classes  of  six-week  duration 
offered  during  the  term.   For  senior  citizens,  this  flat 
fee  shall  be  $35. 

C.  For  all  other  community  service  non-credit  classes  of  less 
than  eighteen  week  duration,  a  fee  consisting  of  two 
elements: 

i)  a  course  development  fee  range  from  $1  to  $15,  and 

ii)  an  hourly  fee  rate  range  from  $1  per  hour  to  $8  per  hour. 

Course  development  fee  and  hourly  fee  rates  for  each  such 
short  term  class  to  be  determined  by  the  SFCCD  administration 
according  to  subject  matter,  equipment  needed  and  personnel 
qualifications . 

Section  2  -  For  the  purpose  of  this  resolution,  "Senior  citizen" 

means  any  student  65  years  of  age  or  older.   Proof 
of  age  shall  be  established  by  California  ID  card,  driver's  license, 
military  ID,  or  passport. 
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Section  3  -  These  community  service  class  fee  rates  are  exclusive 

of  any  student  materials  and  modeling  fees  which  may  be 
required  of  the  student  in  a  particular  class  and  do  not  recover  the 
full  cost  of  conducting  existing  community  service  classes. 

PART  3  -  REFUND  OF  FEES 

Section  1  -  The  full  community  service  class  fee  paid  shall  be 

refunded  to  students  who  officially  withdraw  before  the 
first  meeting  of  the  class. 

Section  2  -  The  full  community  service  class  fee  paid  shall  be 

refunded  to  students  for  classes  which  are  terminated 
by  the  SFCCD  before  the  end  of  the  class  term. 

Section  3  -  After  the  commencement  of  each  school  term,  there  shall 

be  no  refunds  for  students  who  pay  the  flat  fee  for  that 
term. 

PART  4  -  USE  OF  EQUIPMENT  FEE  FUNDS 

Section  I  -  Equipment  fees  collected  pursuant  to  PART  2. 

Section  1,  A.  iv)  are  intended  to  be  used  for  the  sole 
sole  purpose  of  acquiring  or  replacing  equipment  for  the  non-credit 
non-credit  community  service  class  program,  subject  to  the  budgeting 
and  purchasing  procedures  of  the  District. 

PART  5  -  ACCOUNTING 

Section  1  -  That  the  community  service  class  fees  collected  shall  be 

deposited  to,  and  checks  for  fee  refunds  shall  be  drawn 
against  a  separate  commercial  bank  account.

AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT 
AND  DEPARTMENT  CHAIRPERSONS  COUNCIL 
REGARDING  COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING  CONTRACTS 
1987-88  AND  1988-89 


The  District  and  Department  Chairpersons  Council  (DCC)  negotiated  a  Collective 
Bargaining  Contract  effective  for  fiscal  years  1985-87.   The  said  contract 
contained  various  provisions  for  reopening  annually  for  salary,  stipends  and 
other  matters  mutually  agreed.   Prior  to  June  30,  1987,  the  contract 
expiration  date,  the  parties  agreed  to  extend  the  contract,  with  certain 
exceptions,  (see  Board  Resolution  870616-S3,  June  16,  1987)  until  June  30, 
1988. 

The  extended  contract  contained  provisions  for  re-openers  on  stipends  (Article 
15,  Sections  15. A  and  15. B)  for  1987-88.   On  June  23,  1988,  representatives  of 
the  District  and  the  DCC  reached  tentative  agreement  concerning  stipends  for 
1987-88,  and  agreed  to  extend  the  current  collective  bargaining  contract  for 
one  additional  year  as  follows: 

1.  1987-88  EXTENDED  CONTRACT  -  To  resolve  all  reopener  provisions  of  the 
1987-88  extended  contract,  it  was  agreed  that  DCC  would  accept  a  zero 
percent  (0%)  stipend  increase  for  fiscal  year  1987-88,  in 
consideration  for  the  matters  next  recited  concerning  1988-89. 

2.  1988-89  AGREEMENT  -  It  was  agreed  that  for  the  1988-89  school  year, 
the  following  shall  apply: 

(1)  All  provisions  of  the  1987-88  DCC/District  Collective 
Bargaining  Contract,  including  any  adjustment /amendments, 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  June  30,  1989. 

(2)  Exceptions  to  the  above  provision  shall  include  the 
following: 

(a)   Article  15  Stipends 

Section  15. A  -  College  Division  -  Effective  Academic  Year 
1988-89  (pro-rated  to  days  served) ,  the  stipends  to  be  received 
by  Supervisors  in  the  College  Division,  based  on  reassigned 
units  provided  by  sections  16.

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  85003  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  the  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  in  a  district 
facility,  or  some  other  place  conveniently  accessible  to  the  residents  of  the 
district,  any  day  during  or  before  the  first  week  in  September  but  at  least 
three  days  following  availability  of  the  proposed  budget  for  public 
inspection,  at  which  any  resident  in  the  district  may  appear  and  object  to  the 
proposed  budget  or  any  item  in  the  budget.   The  hearing  may  be  concluded  on 
the  proposed  budget  when  there  are  no  requests  for  further  hearing  on  file. 
The  budget  shall  not  be  finally  adopted  by  the  governing  board  of  the  district 
until  after  the  public  hearing  has  been  held.  ....  Notification  of  dates  and 
location  or  locations  at  which  the  proposed  budget  may  be  inspected  by  the 
public  and  the  date,  time  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
budget  shall  be  published  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  district,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  then  in  any  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  at 
least  three  days  prior  to  the  availability  of  the  proposed  budget  for  public 
inspection. ..." 

California  Education  Code  Section  85023  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"(d)  On  or  before  the  seventh  day  of  September  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  shall  adopt  a  final  budget...." 

On  July  19,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880719-Bl,  setting  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the 
SFCCD  Proposed  1988-89  Budget  and  set  August  7,  1988  as  the  date  for 
publication  of  the  public  notice  indicating  the  dates  and  location  at  which 
the  proposed  budget  may  be  inspected  by  the  public.   The  proposed  budget  was 
available  for  public  inspection  from  August  17,  1988  through  August  22,  1988 
at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San 
Francisco,  California.   On  August  23,  1988,  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  on 
the  Proposed  Budget  1988-89.

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, California  Community  College;  to  execute,  process,  and  file

budget.   Entries  concerning  the  1988-89  Expenditures  section  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  total  proposed  expenditures  included  in 
the  Recommended  Final  Budget  1988-89  as  listed  above. 

Section  5  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San 
Francisco  Controller;  to  execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents, 
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including  current  and  subsequent  budget  transfers  as  required  under 
the  San  Francisco  Controller's  procedure,  provided  they  are  within 
the  purposes  and  amounts  of  the  budgets  adopted  on  Community  College 
District  forms. 

Section  6  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  withhold 
filing  the  documents  described  in  Sections  4  and  5  above  until  such 
time  as  they  are  legally  required  to  be  filed  with  the  local  and 
state  agencies.   If  after  this  resolution  is  adopted  and  before  the 
above  documents  are  filed,  revenues  for  1987-88  which  are  a  part  of 
the  District  General  Revenue  are  received  such  excess  revenues  are 
budgeted  and  the  Prior  Year's  Correction  revenue  of  1988-89  shall  be 
reduced  in  like  amount.   If  other  revenues  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
anticipated  in  the  Adopted  Budget  become  available,  such  excess 
revenues  are  budgeted  and  an  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  in  like 
amount  is  also  budgeted. 

PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1  -  That  the  several  items  of  expenditures  herein 

appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income 
or  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent 
upon  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business 
to  review  revenue  estimates  monthly.

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  any 
transfers  necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account  classifications  or 
to  effect  any  changes  in  accounts  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the 
method  of  expenditures  within  the  purpose  of  the  appropriation;  that 
where  the  Governing  Board  has  authorized  a  lump  sum  appropriation 
for  a  program  or  a  project,  transfers  to  subsidiary  appropriations 
as  required  by  City  and  County  or  State  budgetary  practices  may  be 
made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business;  that  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  to 
any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only  by  formal  resolu- 
tion approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Governing 
Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section  85200;  that  trans- 
fers between  major  budget  classifications  shall  be  made  only  by  a 
formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section  85200;  and 
that  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a  single 
major  classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent 
and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business. 

Section  3  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to 
expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  the  position;  second, 
to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code 
85200  and  expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  personal 
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services;  and  third,  to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
California  Education  Code  Section  85200  and  expend  from  any  other 
available  budgeted  funds  for  lump  sum  payments  to  classified 
employees  upon  death  or  retirement  for  service  or  separation  caused 
by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  in 
accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule  22,  Section  22.02.B9. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  position  held  by  an  employee  who  is 
entitled  to  such  lump  sum  payment  will  not  be  filled  with  either  a 
permanent  or  temporary  replacement  until  such  lump  sum  payment  has 
been  recovered  from  funds  budgeted  for  personal  services,  and 
further  provided  that  in  the  event  that  said  position  must  be  filled 
immediately  it  may  be  so  filled  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent  and  approval  by  the  Governing  Board  of  a 
resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and 

the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving 
funds  and  reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each 
such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  fund  was  established.   The  San.Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and 
trust  funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional 
requests  or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -  That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 

District  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any 
public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  money, 
there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or 
account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the 
special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which 
they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  as 
long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains.   Such 
receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the 
purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt  was 
received. 

Section  6  -  That  permanent  certificated  and  classified  positions 

continued  or  created  by  the  Governing  Board  in  the 
Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased,  decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by 
a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Governing  Board.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent 
classified  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  used  to  provide 
for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a 
permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without 
pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
classified  position.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor 
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Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  transferred  to 
certificated  hourly  accounts  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a 
permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without 
pay.   Such  transfers  shall  be  made  only  on  a  semester  by  semester 
basis.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent 
certificated  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  transferred  to 
other  permanent  certificated  positions  when  the  incumbent  of  such 
position  becomes  or  ceases  to  be  a  department  chairperson. 

Section  7  -  That  surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 

permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business  to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the 
appropriation  is  a  part.   Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess  of 
the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  is  for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  adjusting  the 
provisions  for  compensation  of  a  permanent  position  wherein  the 
amount  provided  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the 
employee,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  the  compen- 
sation said  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive.   Each  Salary 
Savings  Account  in  excess  of  the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated 
as  revenues  in  the  Adopted  Budget  is  for  the  related  departments 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  retroactive  classified  salaries  when 
salary  rates  are  adjusted  retroactively  by  legislative  action  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  San  Francisco  Mayor  and 
by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD. 

Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD 

automobiles  or  trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or 
property.   Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged 
equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to 
Miscellaneous  Revenues  of  the  General  Fund;  provided  that  where  the 
property  is  damaged  during  construction  and  such  construction  is 
funded  from  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall 
be  credited  to  the  specific  construction  project  in  the  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund. 

PART  3  -  GENERAL  FUND  -  PART  B  RESTRICTED 

Section  I  -  The  General  Fund  -  Part  B  Restricted  portion  of  the 

SFCCD  Budget  contains  appropriation  of  categorical  funds 
from  Extended  Opportunity  Program  and  Services  (EOPS) ,  Disabled 
Students  Programs  and  Services  (DSPS),  Matriculation,  Adult  Basic 
Education,  and  the  transfer  of  Campus  Child  Care  Bailout  monies  from 
the  Child  Development  Fund.   Such  appropriation  shall  be  increased 
or  decreased  in  amount  to  the  amount  for  such  purposes  made 
available  during  the  year  1988-89  by  cash  receipts  or  allocations 
from  the  State  of  California  or  by  amounts  carried  over  from  the 
prior  fiscal  year.

President  and  Members: 

The  Physical  Education  Department,  North  Gym,  City  College  of  San 
Francisco,  wishes  to  contract  with  (a)  Emanuel  Hepburn  to  provide  drummer 
services  for  day  classes,  and  with  (b)  Mozel  Nealy  Jr.  to  provice  drummer 
services  for  evening  classes,  for  the  African-Haitian  Dance  classes  for  the 
1987-88  school  year. 

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African-Haitian 
and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is  created  as  closely  as 
possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of  African  society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is  critical  to 
create  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance.   The  live  drum 
is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and  communal 
artifacts.   Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were  regarded  by  Africans  as 
integral  parts  of  their  culture.   Dancing  generally  involved  the  whole 
village,  either  active  participants  or  as  spectators.   Recorded  music  is  not  a 
satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  these  contracts  is  necessary  because  of  special 
training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of  African-Haitian, 
African-American,  South  American,  and  Caribbean  dances,  necessary  for  the 
continued  excellence  of  Physical  Education  500  -  African  Dance.   Contractors 
agree  and  declare  that  they  are  qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and 
that  they  are  willing  to  render  them. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or

President  and  Members: 

On  July  19,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880719-B5  appropriating  funds  from  the  US  Department  of  Education  for  a 
Strengthening  Award  under  Title  III  Instructional  Aid  Program  for  the  period 
October  1,  1988  through  September  30,  1989  for  City  College. 

In  order  to  meet  the  full  requirements  of  the  Title  III  grant,  our 
program  must  be  reviewed  by  an  External  Evaluator  and  additional  Technical 
Assistance  for  Special  Services  and  advice.   In  July  1987  proposals  were 
requested  from  firms  with  previous  experience  providing  these  services.   As  a 
result  of  the  review  of  these  proposals.  Company  of  Experts  was  selected  as 
the  best  contractor  to  provide  these  services.   The  work  done  by  Company  of 
Experts  has  been  satisfactory  and  City  College  recommends  that  Company  of 
Experts  continue  to  provide  these  services  for  the  final  year  of  the  Title  III 
grant.   The  total  cost  of  the  agreement  shall  be  $7,200.   $4,500  will  be  paid 
from  Title  III  (G8-1070)  and  $2,700  paid  from  District  funds  in  the  College 
budget.

F.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  San  Francisco  Mayor 
approved  in  April  1988  a  salary  rate  freeze  effective  July  1,  1988 
for  the  San  Francisco  Civil  Service  employees  which  is  applicable  to 
the  classified  employees  of  the  SFCCD,  but  a  pay-equity  adjustment 
negotiated  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  prior  year 
will  cost  the  SFCCD  about  2.8%  effective  July  1,  1988.

President  and  Members: 

By  Governing  Board  Resolutions  Nos.  850723-B9  and  851015-B8,  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  was  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  and  to 
appropriate  funds  from  the  Chancellor's  Office,  California  Community  Colleges, 
to  establish  a  Transfer  Center  Program.   City  College  of  San  Francisco  was  one 
of  eighteen  coimnunity  colleges  selected  for  funding.   The  College  was  awarded 
$90,000  for  1985-86  fiscal  year  and  $91,800  for  the  1986-87  fiscal  year, 
$91,800  for  the  1987-88  fiscal  year,  and  $91,800  will  be  awarded  for  this 
fiscal  year. 

The  funds  are  used  to  continue  the  Transfer  Center  for  the  primary 
purpose  of  providing  internal  coordination  of  transfer  activities  and  services 
targeting  specific  underrepresented  transfer  students.   Transfer  counseling 
services,  development  and  dissemination  of  articulation  information, 
concurrent  enrollment  agreements,  research,  and  follow-up  on  City  College 
Transfer  Center.   The  renewed  grant  allows  the  Transfer  Center  to  continue  to 
provide  services  as  a  transfer  resource  library  for  students,  faculty  and 
staff.   It  enables  the  Transfer  Center  to  continue  to  schedule  assignment  of 
activities  and  services  of  four-year  college  and  university  representatives 
assigned  to  City  College  for  transfer  articulation. 

The  City  College  Transfer  Center  wishes  to  take  advantage  of  special 
liaison  services  provided  by  the  University  of  California,  Davis,  to  assist 
City  College  students  for  the  period  August  15,  1988  through  June  30,  1989. 
The  cost  of  the  services  will  be  paid  with  funds  from  the  Transfer  Center 
Grant.   There  will  be  no  cost  to  the  District. 

RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 

University  of  California,  Davis,  to  provide  liaison 
services  with  City  College  of  San  Francisco  Transfer  Center,  for  the

President  and  Members: 

On  September  17,  1985,  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No. 
850917-B8  authorized  a  contract  with  the  European  Studies  Association  for 
travel  and  educational  program  arrangements  for  an  excursion  to  Tokyo,  Japan, 
March  15,  1986  through  July  31,  1986.   On  August  19,  1986  the  Governing  Board 
by  Resolution  No.  860819-B5  authorized  a  contract  renewal  with  the  European 
Studies  Association  for  an  excursion  to  Tokyo,  Japan,  February  1,  1987  through 
May  29,  1987.   On  August  18,  1987  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No. 
870818-B6  authorized  a  contract  renewal  for  February  1,  1988  through  May  31, 
1988 

City  College  wishes  to  conduct  a  fourth  excursion  to  Japan  during 
the  Spring  1989  semester.   European  Studies  Association  has  offered  to  renew 
its  contract,  providing  essentially  the  same  services  with  a  3%  price 
increase.   Staff  has  surveyed  a  variety  of  travel  contractors  and  has  found  no 
competitive  interest  in  the  Tokyo  semester.   The  price  increase  seems 
reasonable  when  compared  with  the  14%  increase  in  the  value  of  the  yen  in  the 
past  year.

employees..."  The  choice  of  insurance  carrier  for  the  eligible  active 
employees  has  been  agreed  upon  in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  between 
the  SFCCD  and  AFT  Local  2121.  We  have  been  quoted  renewal  premium  rates 
effective  October  1,  1988  which  show  a  very  substantial  25.85%  increase  as 
follows:

Fund  for  Instructional  Equipment  Replacement  -  Matching, 
Community  College  Centers 

President  and  Members: 

The  State  Budget  Act  of  1987  contains  a  total  of  $52  million  in 
Items  6870-106-001  and  6870-490-782  for  the  purpose  of  making  one-time 
instructional  equipment  replacement  and  library  material  purchases.   These 
funds  are  allocated  by  the  State  Chancellor  on  a  combination  of  block  and  per 
ADA  basis  to  the  districts.   A  preliminary  allocation  of  $500,000  each  was 
made  to  City  College  and  the  Community  College  Centers  for  the  purchase  of 
instructional  equipment  replacement.   A  $1  local  match  will  be  required  for 
every  $3  of  State  money  spent  in  this  program.   The  funds  may  be  expended 
during  the  1987-88  year  and  any  funds  remaining  in  June  30,  1988  may  be 
carried  over  to  be  spent  in  1988-89.   The  district  match  is  expected  to  be 
funded  from  the  SFCCD  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund  instead  of  the  SFCCD 
General  Fund. 

By  Board  Resolution  No.  880419-B8,  the  Community  College  Centers 
reappropriated  $166,667  in  the  Capital  Outlay  Fund,  which  was  a  1:3  match 
required  to  match  its  $500,000  preliminary  allocation.   The  Community  College 
Centers  now  requests  that  $43,333,  which  is  the  1:3  match  required  to  match 
the  additional  $130,000  allocation,  be  funded  by  reappropriation  from  an 
available  balance  in  a  Capital  Outlay  Project.

Under  the  Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act  (IRCA)  of  1986, 
eligible  legalized  aliens  (ELA)  can  obtain  permanent  residency  status  by 
attending  classes  in  English-as-a-Second  Language  and  Citizenship/Civics  or  a 
combined  ESL/Civics  course.   Participants  are  required  to  attend  at  least 
five  hours  per  week  and  complete  a  minimum  30  hours  of  a  100  hour  program. 
Through  the  State  Legalization  Impact  Assistance  Grant  (SLIAG)  administered 
by  the  California  Department  of  Education,  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  Centers  can  receive  cost  reimbursement  for  educational  and  related 
services  from  July  1,  1988  to  June  30,  1989.

On  June  16,  1987  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
870616-B20,  authorizing  the  District  to  contract  with  the  Community  College 
Foundation  to  conduct  jointly  a  computer  training  program  for  disabled 
students,  High  Tech  Center  for  the  period  September  1,  1987  though  August  31, 
1988,  Community  College  Centers,  $82,495,  of  which  the  SFCCD  cash  contribution 
to  the  project  was  25%  or  $20,624,  with  the  remaining  75%  coming  from  the 
State  Department  of  Rehabilitation. 

The  Community  College  Centers  has  now  been  informed  that  the 
Community  College  Foundation  has  approved  continuation  funding  for  the  High 
Tech  Center  through  August  31,  1989.   The  entire  continuation  budget  totals

By  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  871117-Bl,  the  Governing  Board 
reappropriated  $40,230  in  the  Capital  Outlay  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  telecommunications  equipment. 

A  satellite  television  receive  only  (TVRO)  antenna  has  been 
purchased  as  one  item  required  to  implement  the  program  of  telecourses.   The 
antenna  will  be  mounted  on  the  Creative  Arts  Extension  Building. 

Installation  of  the  antenna  requires  that  a  mounting  structure  be 
designed,  fabricated  and  installed  on  the  building.   Sufficient  funds  are  not 
available  in  the  project  appropriation  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  this 
work,  which  is  $2,500. 

Another  project  requiring  additional  funding  is  "Science  Hall  - 
Install  Chemistry  Bench  Tops".   Thirty  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  in 
the  1986-87  Capital  Outlay  Fund  Budget.   Informal  quotations  received  to  date 
indicate  that  $35,000  will  be  required  for  this  work. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  necessary  additional  funds  for  these  two 
projects  be  reappropriated  from  another  funded  project.   The  funded  project  Is 
"Cloud  Hall  -  Replace  Acoustical  Tile".   This  project  was  fully  funded  in  the 
1986-87  Capital  Outlay  Fund  Budget.  We  have  received  notice  from  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office  that  this  project  has  been  approved  for  partial  state 
funding  on  a  50%-50%  matching  basis,  and  thus,  will  make  some  of  these 
appropriated  funds  available  to  reappropriation.

President  and  Members: 

The  1988-89  State  Budget  contains  an  appropriation,  under  Item 
6870-301-785(42),  for  partial  state  funding  of  working  drawings  and 
construction  for  the  District  Central  Shops  and  Warehouse  project.   The 
appropriated  amount  of  $2,173,000  will  be  provided  on  a  90%  State-10%  District 
basis.   The  District's  matching  share  is  appropriated  in  the  1982-83  Capital 
Outlay  Budget. 

The  State  share  of  funding  for  the  project  will  be  provided  from  the 
1988  Higher  Education  Capital  Outlay  Bond  Fund.   The  Bond  Issue  will  be  on  the 
November  Ballot.   Assuming  passage,  funds  from  the  Bonds  probably  will  not  be 
available  until  January,  1989. 

The  Legislative  Analyst  Office  analysis  of  the  Governor's  proposed 
budget  recommended  that  only  working  drawings  be  funded.   The  contention  was 
that  construction  funding  would  not  be  needed  until  1989-90  Fiscal  Year 
because  working  drawings  could  not  be  commenced  until  January,  1988. 

The  District's  position,  and  the  position  of  the  State  Chancellor's 
Office  and  the  Department  of  Finance,  was  that  working  drawings  could  be 
completed  and  the  project  bid  before  the  end  of  the  1988-89  Fiscal  Year. 
However,  in  order  to  accomplish  this,  an  architect  would  have  to  be  appointed 
and  be  ready  to  start  the  design  as  soon  as  funds  become  available  in  January, 
1989. 

Therefore,  staff  is  seeking  Governing  Board  authorization  to 
initiate  the  selection  procedure  for  an  architect  at  this  time.   The  process 
will  require  at  least  three  months  to  complete.   This  means  that  an 
appointment  could  not  be  made  by  the  Governing  Board  before  their  November 
meeting,  at  which  time  the  results  of  the  election  would  be  known.   The 
negotiation  and  execution  of  a  contract  with  the  architect  would  take  another 
month.   A  duly  certified  contract  could  then  be  in  place  by  the  end  of 
December. 

Pursuant  to  Section  7.08  of  the  Governing  Policy  Manual  which 
governs  the  selection  of  architects,  the  following  resolution  is  recommended 
for  adoption;

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  11346.8  (c)  of  the  California 
Government  Code,  the  State  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community 
Colleges  has  revised  the  regulatory  language  for  Cal-'fornia  Administrative 
Code,  Title  5,  Part  VI,  Division  6,  Chapter  1  at  Section  55002  and  Chapter  10 
at  Section  55805.5  regarding  the  Associate  Degree. 

The  primary  intent  of  the  Title  5  revisions  is  to  strengthen  the 
Associate  Degree  by  requiring  that  only  courses  of  "college  level"  be 
credited  toward  the  degree.   A  new  category  of  courses  known  as  "non-degree 
credit"  courses,  has  been  established.   All  colleges  are  required  to  review 
all  new  and  presently  approved  courses  to  determine,  according  to  the 
standards  and  criteria  set  forth  in  revised  Title  5  regulations,  which  of  the 
four  categories  in  which  the  courses  belong:  degree  credit,  non-degree 
credit,  noncredit,  or  community  service. 

The  course  review  tasks  shall  be  performed  through  a  curriculum 
committee  that  yields  recommendations  through  administrative  procedures  to 
the  District  Governing  Board.   Section  55002  of  the  revised  Title  5 
regulations  reads  in  part:   "The  college  and/or  district  curriculum  committee 
recommending  the  course  shall  be  established  by  the  mutual  agreement  of  the 
college  and/or  district  administration  and  the  academic  senate.   The 
committee  shall  either  be  a  committee  of  the  academic  senate  or  a  committee 
which  includes  faculty  and  is  otherwise  comprised  in  a  way  that  is  mutually 
agreeable  to  the  college  and/or  district  administration  and  the  academic 
senate."  The  composition  of  the  curriculum  committee  must  be  approved  by  the 
District  Governing  Board. 

The  Centers  Division  President  and  the  Centers  Academic  Senate  have 
reached  mutual  agreement  regarding  the  composition  of  the  curriculum 
committee  of  the  Centers  Division.   We  are  requesting  the  Governing  Board  to 
approve  this  curriculum  committee  composition.
